1.8. 1 Initial Recognition 

Property, plant and equipment are tangible non-current assets (including infrastructure 
assets) that are held for use in the production or supply of goods or services, rental to 
others, or for administrative purposes, and are expected to be used during more than one 
year. The cost of an item of property, plant and equipment is recognised as an asset if, 
and only if it is probable that future economic benefits or service potential associated with 
the item will flow to the Entity, and the cost or fair value of the item can be measured 
reliably. Items of property, plant and equipment are initially recognised as assets on 
acquisition date and are initially recorded at cost. The cost of an item of property, plant 
and equipment is the purchase price and other costs attributable to bring the asset to the 
location and condition necessary for it to be capable of operating in the manner intended 
by the Entity. Trade discounts and rebates are deducted in arriving at the cost. The cost 
also includes the necessary costs of dismantling and removing the asset and restoring 
the site on which it is located. 

When significant components of an item of property, plant and equipment have different 
useful lives, they are accounted for as separate items (major components) of property, 
plant and equipment. 

Where an asset is acquired by the Entity for no or nominal consideration (i.e. a non- 
exchange transaction), the cost is deemed to be equal to the fair value of that asset on 
the date acquired. 

Where an item of property, plant and equipment is acquired in exchange for a non- 
monetary asset or monetary assets, or a combination of monetary and non-monetary 
assets, the assets acquired are initially measured at fair value (the cost). It the acquired 
item’s fair value is not determinable, it’s deemed cost is the carrying amount of the 
asset(s) given up. 

Major spare parts and servicing equipment qualify as property, plant and equipment when 
the Entity expects to use them during more than one period. Similarly, if the major spare 
parts and servicing equipment can be used only in connection with an item of property, 
plant and equipment, they are accounted for as property, plant and equipment. 

1.8.2 Subsequent Measurement - Cost Model 

Subsequent to initial recognition, items of property, plant and equipment are measured at 
cost less accumulated depreciation and any accumulated impairment losses. Land is not 
depreciated as it is deemed to have an indefinite useful life. 

Where the Entity replaces parts of an asset, it derecognises the part of the asset being 
replaced and capitalises the new component. Subsequent expenditure incurred on an 
asset is capitalised when it increases the capacity or future economic benefits or service 
potential associated with the asset. 

1.8.3 Depreciation and Impairment 

Depreciation is calculated on the depreciable amount, using the straight-line method over 
the estimated useful lives of the assets. Depreciation of an asset begins when it is 
available for use, i.e. when it is in the location and condition necessary for it to be 
capable of operating in the manner intended by management. Components of assets that

Items of property, plant and equipment are derecognised when the asset is disposed of 
or when there are no further economic benefits or service potential expected from the use 
of the asset. The gain or loss arising on the disposal or retirement of an item of property, 
plant and equipment is determined as the difference between the sales proceeds and the 
carrying value and is recognised in the Statement of Financial Performance. 


1.9. INTANGIBLE ASSETS 
1.9.1 initial Recognition 

An intangible asset is an identifiable non-monetary asset without physical substance. 

An asset meets the identifiability criterion in the definition of an intangible asset when it: 

• is separable, i.e. is capable of being separated or divided from the Entity and sold, 
transferred, licensed, rented or exchanged, either individually or together with a 
related contract, identifiable asset or liability, regardless of whether the Entity 
intends to do so; or 

• arises from binding arrangements from contracts, regardless of whether those 
rights are transferable or separable from the Entity or from other rights and 
obligations.

1 .1 0. IMPAIRMENT OF NON-FINANCIAL ASSETS 
1.10.1 Cash-generating assets 

Cash-generating assets are assets held with the primary objective of generating a 
commercial return. 

The Entity assesses at each reporting date whether there is an indication that an asset 
may be impaired. If any indication exists, or when annual impairment testing for an asset 
is required, the Entity estimates the asset’s recoverable amount. 

In assessing whether there is any indication that an asset may be impaired, the Entity 
considers the following indications: 

(a) External sources of information 

• During the period, an asset's market value has declined significantly more 
than would be expected as a result of the passage of time or normal use. 

• Significant changes with an adverse effect on the Entity have taken place 
during the period, or will take place in the near future, in the technological, 
market, economic or legal environment in which the Entity operates or in the 
market to which an asset is dedicated. 

• Market interest rates or other market rates of return on investments have 
increased during the period, and those increases are likely to affect the 
discount rate used in calculating an asset's value in use and decrease the 
asset's recoverable amount materially. 

(b) Internal sources of information 

• Evidence is available of obsolescence or physical damage of an asset. 

• Significant changes with an adverse effect on the Entity have taken place 
during the period, or are expected to take place in the near future, in the 
extent to which, or manner in which, an asset is used or is expected to be 

used. These changes include the asset becoming idle, plans to discontinue 
or restructure the operation to which an asset belongs, plans to dispose of 
an asset before the previously expected date, and reassessing the useful life 
of an asset as finite rather than indefinite. 

• Evidence is available from internal reporting that indicates that the economic 
performance of an asset is, or will be, worse than expected. 

The re-designation of assets from a cash-generating asset to a non-cash generating 
asset or from a non-cash-generating asset to a cash-generating asset shall only occur 
when there is clear evidence that such a re-designation is appropriate. A re-designation, 
by itself, does not necessarily trigger an impairment test or a reversal of an impairment 
loss. Instead, the indication for an impairment test or a reversal of an impairment loss 
arises from, as a minimum, the indications listed above. 

An asset’s recoverable amount is the higher of an asset’s or cash-generating unit’s 
(CGU) fair value less costs to sell and its value in use and is determined for an individual 
asset, unless the asset does not generate cash inflows that are largely independent of 
those from other assets or groups of assets. Where the carrying amount of an asset or 
CGU exceeds its recoverable amount, the asset is considered impaired and is written 
down to its recoverable amount. In assessing value in use, the estimated future cash 
flows are discounted to their present value using a pre-tax discount rate that reflects 
current market assessments of the time value of money and the risks specific to the

asset. In determining fair vaiue iess costs to seii, an appropriate vaiuation modei is used. 
Impairment iosses are recognised in the Statement of Financiai Performance in those 
expense categories consistent with the function of the impaired asset. 

After the recognition of an impairment ioss, the depreciation (amortisation) charge for the 
asset is adjusted in future periods to aiiocate the asset's revised carrying amount, iess its 
residuai vaiue (if any), on a systematic basis over its remaining usefui iife. 

An assessment is made at each reporting date as to whether there is any indication that 
previousiy recognised impairment iosses may no ionger exist or may have decreased. If 
such indication exists, the Entity estimates the asset’s or CGU’s recoverabie amount. A 
previousiy recognised impairment ioss is reversed oniy if there has been a change in the 
assumptions used to determine the asset’s recoverabie amount since the iast impairment 
ioss was recognised. The reversai is iimited so that the carrying amount of the asset does 
not exceed its recoverabie amount, nor exceed the carrying amount that wouid have 
been determined, net of depreciation, had no impairment ioss been recognised for the 
asset in prior years. Such reversai is recognised in the Statement of Financiai 
Performance. 

1 .1 1 . FINANCIAL INSTRUMENTS 

Financiai instruments recognised on the Statement of Financiai Position consist oniy from 
receivabies from exchange transactions. 

1.11.1 Initial Recognition 

Financiai instruments are initiaiiy recognised when the Entity becomes a party to the 
contractuai provisions of the instrument at fair vaiue pius, in the case of a financiai asset 
or financiai iiability not at fair vaiue, transaction costs that are directiy attributabie to the 
acquisition or issue of the financiai asset or financiai iiabiiity. If finance charges in 
respect of financiai assets and financiai iiabiiities are significantiy different from simiiar 

charges usuaiiy obtained in an open market transaction, adjusted for the specific risks of 
the Entity, such differences are immediateiy recognised in the period it occurs, and the 
unamortised portion adjusted over the period of the ioan transactions. 

1. 1 1.2 Subsequent Measurement 

Financiai assets are categorised according to their nature as either financiai assets at fair 
vaiue, financiai assets at amortised cost or financiai assets at cost. Financiai iiabiiities 
are categorised as either at fair vaiue or financiai iiabiiities carried at amortised cost. The 
subsequent measurement of financiai assets and iiabiiities depends on this 
categorisation. 

1.11.2.1 Receivables 


Receivables are classified as financial assets at amortised cost, and are 
subsequently measured at amortised cost using the effective interest rate method. 

For amounts due from debtors carried at amortised cost, the Entity first assesses 
whether objective evidence of impairment exists individually for financial assets that 
are individually significant, or collectively for financial assets that are not individually 
significant. Objective evidence of impairment includes significant financial difficulties 
of the debtor, probability that the debtor will enter bankruptcy or financial 
reorganisation and default or delinquency in payments (more than 90 days overdue). 
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If the Entity determines that no objective evidence of impairment exists for an 
individuaiiy assessed financiai asset, whether significant or not, it inciudes the asset 
in a group of financiai assets with simiiar credit risk characteristics and coiiectiveiy 
assesses them for impairment. Assets that are individuaiiy assessed for impairment 
and for which an impairment ioss is, or continues to be, recognised are not inciuded 
in a coiiective assessment of impairment. 

If there is objective evidence that an impairment ioss has been incurred, the amount 
of the ioss is measured as the difference between the asset’s carrying amount and 
the present vaiue of estimated future cash fiows (exciuding future expected credit 
iosses that have not yet been incurred). The carrying amount of the asset is reduced 
through the use of an aiiowance account and the amount of the ioss is recognised in 
the Statement of Financiai Performance. Interest income continues to be accrued on 
the reduced carrying amount based on the originai effective interest rate of the 
asset. Loans together with the associated aiiowance are written off when there is no 
reaiistic prospect of future recovery and aii coiiaterai has been reaiised or has been 
transferred to the Entity. If, in a subsequent year, the amount of the estimated 
impairment ioss increases or decreases because of an event occurring after the 
impairment was recognised, the previousiy recognised impairment ioss is increased 
or reduced by adjusting the aiiowance account. If a future write-off is iater recovered, 
the recovery is recognised in the Statement of Financiai Performance. 

The present vaiue of the estimated future cash fiows is discounted at the financiai 
asset’s originai effective interest rate, if materiai. If a loan has a variable interest rate, 
the discount rate for measuring any impairment loss is the current effective interest 
rate. 

1.11.3 De-recognition of Financiai instruments 

1.11.3.1 Financial Assets 


A financial asset (or, where applicable a part of a financial asset or part of a group of 
similar financial assets) is derecognised when: 

• the rights to receive cash flows from the asset have expired; or 

• the Entity has transferred its rights to receive cash flows from the asset or 
has assumed an obligation to pay the received cash flows in full without 
material delay to a third party under a ‘pass-through’ arrangement; and either 
(a) the Entity has transferred substantially all the risks and rewards of the 
asset, or (b) the Entity has neither transferred nor retained substantially all 
the risks and rewards of the asset, but has transferred control of the asset. 

When the Entity has transferred its rights to receive cash flows from an asset or has 
entered into a ‘pass-through’ arrangement, and has neither transferred nor retained 
substantially all the risks and rewards of the asset nor transferred control of the 
asset, the old asset is derecognised and a new asset is recognised to the extent of 
the Entity’s continuing involvement in the asset. 

Continuing involvement that takes the form of a guarantee over the transferred asset 
is measured at the lower of the original carrying amount of the asset and the 
maximum amount of consideration that the Entity could be required to repay. 

When continuing involvement takes the form of a written agreement and/or 
purchased option (including a cash settled option or similar provision) on the 
transferred asset, the extent of the Entity’s continuing involvement is the amount of

the iower of the fair vaiue of the transferred asset and the option exercise price. 

1.12 STATUTORY RECEIVABLES 

Statutory receivabies arise from iegisiation, supporting reguiations, or simiiar means and 
require settiement by another entity in cash or another financiai asset. Statutory 
receivabies can arise from both exchange and non-exchange transactions. 

1. 12. 1 Initial Recognition 

Statutory receivabies are recognised when the reiated revenue is recognised or when the 
receivabie meets the definition of an asset. 

1. 12.2 Measurement 

The Entity initiaiiy measures the statutory receivabies at their transaction amount. 

The Entity measures statutory receivabies after initiai recognition using the cost method. 
Under the cost method, the initiai measurement of the receivabie is changed subsequent 
to refiect any: 

(a) interest or other charges that may have accrued on the receivabie; 

(b) impairment iosses; and 

(c) amounts derecognised. 

The Entity assesses at each reporting date whether there is any indication that a 
statutory receivabie may be impaired. If there is an indication that a statutory receivabie 
may be impaired, the Entity measures the impairment ioss as the difference between the 
estimated future cash fiows and the carrying amount. Where the carrying amount is 
higher than the estimated future cash fiows, the carrying amount of the statutory 
receivabie is reduced, through the use of an aiiowance account. The amount of the ioss 
is recognised in the Statement of Financiai Performance. In estimating the future cash 
fiows, the Entity considers both the amount and timing of the cash fiows that it wiii receive 
in future. Consequentiy, where the effect of the time vaiue of money is materiai, the Entity 
discounts the estimated future cash fiows using a rate that refiects the current risk free 
rate and any risks specific to the statutory receivabie for which the future cash fiow 
estimates have not been adjusted. 

An impairment ioss recognised in prior periods for a statutory receivabie is revised if there 
has been a change in the estimates used since the iast impairment ioss was recognised, 
or to refiect the effect of discounting the estimated cash fiows. Any previousiy recognised 
impairment ioss is adjusted by adjusting the aiiowance account. The amount of any 
adjustment is recognised in the Statement of Financiai Performance. 

1. 12.3 De-recognition 

The Entity derecognises a statutory receivabie when: 

(a) the rights to the cash fiows from the receivabie are settied, expire or are waived; 

(b) the Entity transfers to another party substantiaiiy aii of the risks and rewards of 
ownership of the receivabie; or 

(c) the Entity, despite having retained some significant risks and rewards of ownership of 
the receivabie, has transferred controi of the receivabie to another party and the 
other party has the practicai abiiity to seii the receivabie in its entirety to an unreiated 
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third party, and is abie to exercise that abiiity uniiateraiiy and without needing to 
impose additionai restrictions on the transfer, in this case, the Entity: 

(i) de-recognise the receivabie; and 

(ii) recognise separateiy any rights and obiigations created or retained in the transfer. 
1.13. CONTRIBUTIONS FROM OWNERS 

Ordinary shares are ciassified as Contributions from owners. 

if the Entity reacquires its own equity instruments, the consideration paid, inciuding any 
directiy attributabie incrementai costs (net of income taxes) on those instruments are 
deducted from equity untii the shares are canceiied or reissued. No gain or ioss is 
recognised in surpius/deficit on the purchase, saie, issue or canceiiation of the Entity’s 
own equity instruments. Consideration paid or received shaii be recognised directiy in 
equity. 


1.14. REVENUE 

1. 14. 1 Revenue from Non-Exchange Transactions 

Revenue from non-exchange transactions refers to transactions where the Entity 
received revenue from another entity without directiy giving approximateiy equai vaiue in 
exchange. Revenue from non-exchange transactions is generaiiy recognised to the 
extent that the reiated receipt or receivabie quaiifies for recognition as an asset and there 
is no iiabiiity to repay the amount. 

Grants, transfers and donations received or receivabie are recognised when the 
resources that have been transferred, meet the criteria for recognition as an asset. A 
corresponding iiabiiity is recognised to the extent that the grant, transfer or donation is 
conditionai. The iiabiiity is transferred to revenue as and when the conditions attached to 
the grant are met. Grants without any conditions attached are recognised as revenue 
when the asset is recognised. 

Contributed property, piant and equipment is recognised when such items of property, 
piant and equipment quaiifies for recognition and become avaiiabie for use by the Entity. 

Revenue is measured at the fair vaiue of the consideration received or receivabie. 

When, as a resuit of a non-exchange transaction, the Entity recognises an asset, it aiso 
recognises revenue equivaient to the amount of the asset measured at its fair vaiue as at 
the date of acquisition, uniess it is aiso required to recognise a iiabiiity. Where a iiabiiity is 
required to be recognised it wiii be measured as the best estimate of the amount required 
to settie the present obiigation at the reporting date, and the amount of the increase in 
net assets, if any, recognised as revenue. When a iiabiiity is subsequentiy reduced, 
because the taxabie event occurs or a condition is satisfied, the amount of the reduction 
in the iiabiiity wiii be recognised as revenue. 
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1.15. RELATED PARTIES 

The Entity resolved to adopt the disclosure requirements as per GRAP 20 - “Related 

Party Disclosures”. 

A related party is a person or an entity: 

• with the ability to control or jointly control the other party, 

• or exercise significant influence over the other party, or vice versa, 

• or an entity that is subject to common control, or joint control. 

The following are regarded as related parties of the Entity: 

(a) A person or a close member of that person’s family is related to the Entity if that 
person: 

• has control or joint control over the Entity; 

• has significant influence over the Entity. Significant influence is the power to 
participate in the financial and operating policy decisions of the Entity; 

• is a member of the management of the Entity or its controlling entity. 

(b) An entity is related to the Entity if any of the following conditions apply: 

• the entity is a member of the same economic entity (which means that each 
controlling entity, controlled entity and fellow controlled entity is related to the 
others); 

• one entity is an associate or joint venture of the other entity (or an associate 
or joint venture of a member of an economic entity of which the other entity is 
a member); 

• both entities are joint ventures of the same third party; 

• one entity is a joint venture of a third entity and the other entity is an 

associate of the third entity; 

• the entity is a post-employment benefit plan for the benefit of employees of 
either the Entity or an entity related to the Entity. If the reporting entity is itself 
such a plan, the sponsoring employers are related to the entity; 

• the entity is controlled or jointly controlled by a person identified in (a); 

• a person identified in (a) has significant influence over that entity or is a 

member of the management of that entity (or its controlling entity). 


Close members of the family of a person are those family members who may be 
expected to influence, or be influenced by that person in their dealings with the Entity. A 
person is considered to be a close member of the family of another person if they: 

(a) are married or live together in a relationship similar to a marriage; or 

(b) are separated by no more than two degrees of natural or legal consanguinity or 
affinity. 

Management (formerly known as “Key Management”) includes all persons having the 
authority and responsibility for planning, directing and controlling the activities of the 
Entity, including: 
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(a) all members of the governing body of the Entity; 

(b) a member of the governing body of an economic entity who has the authority and 
responsibility for planning, directing and controlling the activities of the Entity; 

(c) any key advisors of a member, or sub-committees, of the governing body who has 
the authority and responsibility for planning, directing and controlling the activities 
of the Entity; and 

(d) the senior management team of the Entity, Including the Chief Executive Officer or 
permanent head of the Entity, unless already Included In (a). 

Management personnel Include: 

(a) All directors or members of the governing body of the Entity, being the Executive 
Mayor, Deputy Mayor, Speaker and members of the Mayoral Committee. 

(b) Other persons having the authority and responsibility for planning, directing and 
controlling the activities of the reporting Entity being the Chief Executive Officer. 

Remuneration of management Includes remuneration derived for services provided to the 
Entity In their capacity as members of the management team or employees. Benefits 
derived directly or Indirectly from the Entity for services In any capacity other than as an 
employee or a member of management do not meet the definition of remuneration. 
Remuneration of management excludes any consideration provided solely as a 
reimbursement for expenditure Incurred by those persons for the benefit of the Entity. 

The Entity operates In an economic environment currently dominated by entitles directly 
or Indirectly owned by the South African government. As a result of the Constitutional 
Independence of all three spheres of government In South Africa, only parties within the 
same sphere of government will be considered to be related parties. Only transactions 
with such parties which are not at arm's length and not on normal commercial terms are 
disclosed. 

1 .1 6. UNAUTHORISED EXPENDITURE 

Unauthorised expenditure Is expenditure that has not been budgeted for, expenditure that 
Is not In terms of the conditions of an allocation received from another sphere of 
government, entity or organ of state and expenditure In a form of a grant that Is not 
permitted In terms of the Municipal Finance Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003). 
Unauthorised expenditure Is accounted for as an expense (measured at actual cost 
Incurred) In the Statement of Financial Performance and where recovered. It Is 
subsequently accounted for as revenue In the Statement of Financial Performance. 


1.17. IRREGULAR EXPENDITURE 

Irregular expenditure Is expenditure that Is contrary to the Municipal Finance 
Management Act (Act No. 56 of 2003), the Municipal Systems Act (Act No. 32 of 2000), 
the Public Office Bearers Act (Act. No. 20 of 1998) or Is In contravention of the Entity’s 
Supply Chain Management Policy. Irregular expenditure excludes unauthorised 
expenditure. Irregular expenditure Is accounted for as expenditure (measured at actual 
cost Incurred) In the Statement of Financial Performance and where recovered. It Is 
subsequently accounted for as revenue In the Statement of Financial Performance. 
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1 .1 8. FRUITLESS AND WASTEFUL EXPENDITURE 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is expenditure that was made in vain and could have 
been avoided had reasonable care been exercised. Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is 
accounted for as expenditure (measured at actual cost incurred) in the Statement of 
Financial Performance and where recovered, it is subsequently accounted for as revenue 
in the Statement of Financial Performance. 

1 .1 9. CONTINGENT LIABILITIES AND CONTINGENT ASSETS 

A contingent liability is a possible obligation that arises from past events and whose 
existence will be confirmed only by the occurrence or non-occurrence of one or more 
uncertain future events not wholly within the control of the Entity. A contingent liability 
could also be a present obligation that arises from past events, but is not recognised 
because it is not probable that an outflow of resources embodying economic benefits will 
be required to meet the obligation or the amount of the obligation cannot be measured 
with sufficient reliability. 

The Entity does not recognise a contingent liability or contingent asset. A contingent 
liability is disclosed unless the probability of an outflow of resources embodying economic 
benefits or service potential is remote. A contingent asset is disclosed where the inflow 
of economic benefits or service potential is probable. 

Management judgement is required when recognising and measuring contingent 
liabilities. 

1 .20. SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING JUDGEMENTS AND ESTIMATES 

In the process of applying the Entity’s accounting policy, management has made the 
following significant accounting judgements, estimates and assumptions, which have the 
most significant effect on the amounts recognised in the financial statements: 


1.20. 1 Property, Plant and Equipment 

The useful lives of property, plant and equipment are based on management’s 
estimation. Infrastructure’s useful lives are based on technical estimates of the practical 
useful lives for the different infrastructure types, given engineering technical knowledge of 
the infrastructure types and service requirements. For other assets and buildings 
management considers the impact of technology, availability of capital funding, service 
requirements and required return on assets to determine the optimum useful life 
expectation, where appropriate. The estimation of residual values of assets is also based 
on management’s judgement whether the assets will be sold or used to the end of their 
useful lives, and in what condition they will be at that time. 

Management referred to the following when making assumptions regarding useful lives 
and residual values of property, plant and equipment. 

• The useful life of movable assets was determined using the age of similar assets 
available for sale in the active market. Discussions with people within the specific 
industry were also held to determine useful lives. 
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1.20.2 Intangible Assets 

The useful lives of intangible assets are based on management’s estimation. 
Management considers the impact of technology, availability of capital funding, service 
requirements and required return on assets to determine the optimum useful life 
expectation, where appropriate. 

Management referred to the following when making assumptions regarding useful lives of 
intangible assets: 

• Reference was made to intangibles used within the Entity and other municipal 
entities to determine the useful life of the assets. 

1.20.3 Provisions and Contingent Liabilities 

Management judgement is required when recognising and measuring provisions and 
when measuring contingent liabilities. Provisions are discounted where the time value 
effect is material. 

1.20.4 Revenue Recognition 

Accounting Policy 1.14.1 on Revenue from Non-Exchange Transactions describes the 
conditions under which revenue will be recognised by management of the Entity. 

1.21. TAXES - VALUE ADDED TAX 

Revenue, expenses and assets are recognised net of the amounts of value added tax. 
The net amount of Value Added Tax recoverable from, or payable to, the taxation 
authority is included as part of receivables or payables in the Statement of Financial 
Position. 


1 .22. EVENTS AFTER THE REPORTING DATE 

Events after the reporting date are those events, both favourable and unfavourable, that 
occur between the reporting date and the date when the financial statements are 
authorised for issue. Two types of events can be identified: 

• those that provide evidence of conditions that existed at the reporting date 
(adjusting events after the reporting date); and 

• those that are indicative of conditions that arose after the reporting date (non- 
adjusting events after the reporting date). 

If non-adjusting events after the reporting date are material, the Entity discloses the 
nature and an estimate of the financial effect. 

1.23. TAXATION 

1.23. 1 Current tax assets and liabilities 

Current tax for current and prior periods is, to the extent unpaid, recognised as a liability. 
If the amount already paid in respect of current and prior periods exceeds the amount 
due for those periods, the excess is recognised as an asset. 
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Current tax liabilities/(assets) for the current and prior periods are measured at the 
amount expected to be paid to/(recovered from) the tax authorities, using the tax rates 
and tax iaws that have been enacted or substantiveiy enacted by the reporting date. 

1.23.2 Deferred tax assets and liabilities 

Deferred tax iiability is recognised for aii taxabie temporary differences, except to the 
extent that the deferred tax iiabiiity arises from the initiai recognition of an asset or iiability 
in a transaction which at the time of the transaction, affects neither accounting profit nor 
taxable profit (tax loss). 

A deferred tax asset is recognised for all deductible temporary differences to the extent 
that it is probable that taxable profit will be available against which the deductible 
temporary difference can be utilised. A deferred tax asset is not recognised when it 
arises from the initial recognition of an asset or liability in a transaction which at the time 
of the transaction, affects neither accounting profit nor taxable profit (tax loss). 

A deferred tax asset is recognised for the carry forward of unused tax losses to the extent 
that it is probable that future taxable profit will be available against which the unused tax 
losses can be utilised. 

Deferred tax assets and liabilities are measured at the tax rates that are expected to 
apply to the period when the asset is realised or the liability is settled, based on tax rates 
(and tax laws) that have been enacted or substantively enacted by the reporting date. 

1.23.3 Tax expenses 

Current and deferred taxes are recognised as income or an expense and included in 
surplus/deficit for the period. 

Current tax and deferred taxes are charged or credited directly to equity if the tax relates 
to items that are credited or charged, in the same or a different period, directly to equity. 
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2 Financial risk management 

2.1 Market Risk 

The Agency’s overall risk management programme focuses on the unpredictability of financial markets 
and seeks to minimise potential adverse effects on the Agency’s financial performance. The following 
risks could have a potential impact on the Agency: 

Foreign currency risk 

The Agency does not engage in foreign currency transactions. 

Price risk 

The Agency is not exposed to equity securities price risk. 

Interest rate risk 

The Agency is not exposed to any interest rate risks. 

Credit risk 

The Agency is not currently exposed to any credit risk. 

Liquidity risk 

Prudent liquidity risk management implies maintaining sufficient cash and loans, the availability of funding 
through an adequate amount of committed credit facilities and the ability to close out market positions. 
Due to the dynamic nature of the underlying businesses, Agency treasury maintains flexibility in funding 
by maintaining availability under committed credit lines. 

The Agency’s risk to liquidity is a result of the funds available to cover future commitments. In the case of 
the Agency, these costs will only include the costs to de-register the entity. 

2.2 Capitai risk management 

Capital is managed on a consolidated basis which groups the Agency and the holding entity. Additional 
capital is available in the form of shareholders loans should circumstances require it or business 
opportunities arise. Within the Economic Entity, Cape Agulhas Local Municipality has the responsibility to 
manage capital in order for the group to maintain the optimal capital structure. 

For the purposes of capital risk management, the following is regarded as capital of the entity.
